REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Chaturvedi (US '850) discloses a multilayer ceramic package having a ground via 
hole 202 located at a center of the package (see fig. 2) for size reduction (col. 8, lines 
30-35). Although Chaturvedi teaches that the spiral transmission line 216 can be any 
shaped transmission line (col. 8, lines 30-56), it is the examiner's opinion that there is 
no motivation to combine Kaminami et al. (JP '806 and JP '503) or Mizoguchi et al. (JP 
'002 and JP '1 1 1) references with the teaching of Chaturvedi to provide "a third ground 
electrode" in the through hole of 'Ihe resonator electrode is arranged so as to generate 
a plurality of resonance modes..., whereby a band-pass filter is provided..." as recited 
in claim 10, lines 16-22 since the applicant provides the third ground electrode to 
suppress the spurious signals (see spec, p. 13, lines 4-6).
